any

The B atterm an building in B igler­ 
ville is the scene of this combined dis­ 
play.

To the town man the display is a 
revelation for the chickens are such 
as m ight be found a t an exhibit held 
by people who made fan *y poultry 
raising a specialty. 
From the a p ­ 
pearance of the Biglerville show one 
m ight prophesy with some degree of 
certainty th a t the county will, before 
long, get alm ost as much fam e for 
the fancy chickens of its farm s as it 
enjoys for the num erous fancy apples 
grown in its orchards. 
But the chickens are nc/t the only 
part of the poultry show. 
Ducks of

State Highway Department has done 


Work on that Much off their Prop 


erty in this County. 
Some Re 


built. 
Others Repaired. 


T hirty seven miles of road costing 
approxim ately $7,500 have been re­ 
built in Adams county by E. S. Frey, 
assistant engineer of the state high­ 
way departm ent, in charge of the 
Sixth district, including York, Adams 
and 
Ian caster 
counties, 
since 
the 
state took possession of the 8000 miles 
of main highways in Pennsylvania. 
The work of the m aintenance of 
state roads which was started about a 
year ago has progressed rapidly in 
this district and in all 218 miles of 
roadbed, costing $34,625, have ben re­ 
paired. The maintenance work on the 
highways includes the rebuilding of 
the roadbed, proper drainage and put­ 
ting in culverts and grading the road­ 
bed wherever necessary. 
Much work 
has been done during the past spring 
md summer, but has now been stop­ 
ped until next spring, when work will 
igain tie resumed. 
A large force of 
workmen were engaged on the various 
lobs throughout the past season. The 
!0 miles of road on route No. 126,from 
G ettysburg to New Oxford, is being 
lone under contract by J. H. Dob- 
iling.
